LANE also said doctors at the Dallas Hospital 
originally said that President KENNEDY died as a result 
of rifle wound in the front of the neck puncturing a lung 
and filling the chest cavity with blood. According to 
LANE, this medical report was altered by an autopsy report 
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vhich stated President KENNEDY was killed from shots fired 
from the rear* /
